AEVISION PLANNED 
IN WORK AFFECTING 
DISTRICT HIGHWAYS 


Proposals Outlined After 
Long Study by Capt. 
Whitehurst. 


GRABILL IS SLATED 
FOR $3,800 POST 


Other Changes in Personnel 
Contemplated in Scheme 
for Reorganization. 


Plans for a thorough reorganization 
and revision of methods of the highway 
division of the District government were 
announced yesterday following an in- 
tensive study lasting several months by 
Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, assistant to the 
Engineer Commissioner, with the coop- 
eration of C. B. Hunt, engineer of high- 
ways. Centralization of responsibility 
for major functions is the principle 
underlying the new plan. 

A new position to be known as engi- 
neer of maintenance will be created at 
$3,800 a year, to be filled by promoting 
L. R. Grabill, who was superintendent 
of suburban roads at $3,500. He will 
have charge, under Hunt, of all main- 
tenamce work connected with the Dis- 
trict’s system of highways. 

Under him will be a superintendent 
of paved streets, a superintendent of 
unpaved streets, a superintendent of 
cuts and two master mechanics, one in 
charge of the highway department 
shops, including transportation, and the 
other in charge of the municipal as- 
phalt plant. Another newly-created po- 
sition is that of chief inspector. 


Changes Proposed. 


It is proposed to make Assistant En- 
gineer F. B. Couch superintendent of 
paved streets without change of his 
present salary of $3,000, to succeed H. 
N. Moss, made assistant engineer. S. J. 
Gass, assistant engineer at $2,800, is 
slated to succeed Grabill as superin- 
tendent of unpaved, or suburban, 
streets, at $3,000. G. L. Quinn, $2,800, 
assistant engineer, is to succeed Couch 
as superintendent of cuts without sal- 
ary increase. Harry Key, a new man, is 
to be master mechanic in .charge of 
trucks and shops. Inspectors W. B. 
Champion and J. H. Burns will be pro- 
moted, respectively, to chief and prin- 
cipal inspectors. 

The plan for reorganization has not 
yet been passed on by the Board of Dis- 
trict Commissioners, but awaits the re- 
turn of Proctor L. Dougherty, president 
of that board, who is expected to end 
his vacation today. It has the approval 
of Col. William B. Ladue, Engineer Com- 
missioner, and the creation of the new 
position of engineer of maintenance and 
the regrading of old ones have the ap- 
proval of the Federal personnel re- 
classification board. 

Capt. Whitehurst has been working on 
the new plan since he took office nearly 
two years ago. For six months, from 
October, 1926, to March, 1927, he spent 
practically his entire time on jit. He 
says, in his report to the Engineer Com- 
missioner: 

In the last five years the work and 
expenditures of this department have 
increased four-fold without a corre- 
sponding increase in supervising per- 
sonnel and plant or the necessary 
changes in methods to meet new and 
changed conditions.

SMASHES BOX CARS 


More Than Score Injured in 
Wreck of Race Track 


Interurban. 

Evansville, Ind., Sept. 7 (A.P.).— 
Three persons are known to have been 
killed and more than a score were in- 
jured, some probably fatally, when an 
interurban car, coming from the Dade 
Park Race Track, sped through an 
open switch and crashed into three 
box cars loaded with brick on a siding. 

The car was traveling at about 40 
miles an hour when suddenly !t swerv- 
ed from the main line into the siding.

Every seat in the car was torn from 
the floor and passengers were piled in 
a mass at the forward end. _ Out of 
the mass the few able to extricate 
themselves, pulled fellow passengers 
from the wreckage and administered 
first aid. 

Hundreds of automobiles, returning 
from the race track, made it difficult 
for ambulances and volunteers driving 


private cars to bear the victims away 
from the scene.

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BLIND MOTHER SEEKS 
LONG-LOST CHILDREN 


Confident Daughters Taken 
Away in 1896 Will 
Return to Her. 


TRIO IS STOLEN AT NIGHT 


Thirty-one years ago Mrs. Gertrude 
Longworth awakened in her home in 
Brooklyn and found that her three 
baby daughters had been kidnaped from 
their cribs in which they were sleeping 
in an adjoining room. Frantically she 
ran into the street calling their names 
and all night she searched alone, hoping 
to find them. 

Today Mrs. Longworth, blind and 
silver-haired, her love for her children 
undimmed by years of separation, is 
continuing the search for her children 
from her home at 2204 Railroad avenue 
southeast. 

Yesterday police received a letter 
from Mrs. Longworth pleading for as- 
sistance in her search for her children. 
She describes them as they looked when 
she tucked them into their cribs in 
1896, Katie, then 5 years old, with 
fluffy brown hair and big brown eyes; 
Lillie, 3, with blue eyes and her head 
covered with little blond ringlets, and 
plump little Mille, 2 years old, who 
looked just like Lillie. 

The police told her there was nothing 
they could do. They pointed out that 
records show that when the children 
disappeared Brooklyn detectives worked 
for years attempting to find them. With 
the passing of the years the children 
have grown up, they told Mrs. Long- 
worth. Her description would not fit 
them now. 

But Mrs. Longworth is confident that 
her children can be found. She is sure 
they are alive and eager to come to 
her. Some day, she tells relatives with 
whom she lives, she will hold her babies 
in her arms again. 

During the day she sits in the win- 
dow of her home and peers with sight- 
less eyes into the street, hoping to hear 
their footsteps, and at night she prays 
for them. 

Rolling back the curtain of years she 
tells relatives of little incidents leading 
up to the disappeardnce of her chil- 
dren. A short time before they were 
kidnaped she had a quarrel with her 
young husband. He left the house. 

Neighbors saw him enter the house 
one morning shortly after midnight 
and when he left, they said, he carried 
Millie and Lillie in ‘his arms and led

UGHES CONSIDERED 
AGAINST FIELD IN 
PACOIDENTIAL RAGE 


Mellon, Back at His Desk, 
Admits Talking Politics 
on European Trip. 


|HOOVER AND DAWES 


NAMED CONTENDERS 


Secretary of Treasury Said to 
Believe President Will 
Not Run Again. 


Andrew W. Mellon, who many think 
will be the most powerful single figure 
when the Republican clans gather to 
name their candidate to succeed Presi- 
dent Coolidge, was back at his desk 
yesterday, smiling good humor over his 
trip to Europe, and insisting that Cool- 
idge was sincere in his statement that 
he did not “choose” to be a candidate. 

Admitting that he had talked politics 
with Charles E. Hughes on the trip, the 
Secretary hastily added that he himself 
had done most of the talking. He 
refused to comment on Mr. Hughes’ 
statement that he was for the renomi- 
nation a reelection “of Coolidge, and 
was not himself a candidate. 

Political Washington has been putting 
two and two together since the state- 
ment of Mr. Hughes was read here, and 
Mr. Mellon found his friends far more 
interested in what he and Mr. Hughes 
had talked about than in any other 
phase of his trip. 


Hughes Regarded in Race. 


A consensus of the political opinion 
here is that despite his statement 
Charles E. Hughes will take the nomi- 
nation if it is tendered him, just as he 
took it in 1916 after preserving a grave- 
yard silence while serving on the Su- 
preme Bench right up until the mo- 
ment the final ballot nominating him 
was recorded. 

The same opinion is that the other 
candidates who are to be considered at 
all seriously at the moment are really 
Hoover and Dawes. They believe that 
various circumstances will prevent the 
nomination of Lowden, the state of his 
age combined with his health and the 
old Moore Goldstein episode being the 
two most important. They believe that 
Longworth faces an impossible hurdle 
in his own State of Ohio. The fact 
that Longworth has always been wet, 
while Ohio is so tremendously dry on 
repeated votes in the last seven years, 
plus the fact that the drift in the State 
seems to.be to give the delegation to 
Senator Frank B. Willis, will mean that 
Longworth will come to the conven- 
tion with only a smattering of votes 
from his own State, if any. 

There is practically no doubt among 
politicians here now that President 
Coolidge really means that he will not 
be a candidate. They know that Chair- 
man William M, Butler, of the Republi- 
can national committee, and Frank W.

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1 Ton of Gas Can Kill 
22,000,000, Fries Says 


Detroit, Sept. 7 (A.P.).—Gas war- 
fare will play an important part in 
future wars, Maj. Gen. Amos A. Fries, 
chief of the Chemical Warfare Service 
of the United States Army, told dele- 
gates to the American Chemical So- 
ciety convention today. He said one 
ton of mustard gas will kill 22,000,000 
persons, “if used scientifically.” 

“If war comes,” Gen. Fries said, “we 
shall not be able to hold 100,000 men 
in line while we manufacture sup- 
plies and train men. We shall be com- 
pelled to act instantly. The business 


of the Chemical Warfare Service is to 
locate all sources of war supplies, and 
that problem we have mastered.”

But, 
just as the city’s fathers failed to allow

PLANE MAY, BE STILL IN AIR; 


Tully and Medcalf, the 
Crew, Not Told of Old 
Glory’s S 0 S. 


NO RADIO IS CARRIED 
ON ATLANTIC FLIGHT 


Plane Is Last Seen Heading 
Out to Sea at Cape 
St. Francis. 


Harbor Grace, N. F., Sept. 7 (A.P.). 
The Sir John Carling was believed to- 
night to be speeding far out over the 
sea and traversing the areas where 
Nungesser and Coli’s Whitebird was 
lost, where the Sst. Raphael, with 
Princess Lowenstein-Wertheim aboard, 
disappeared, and the spot where the 
Old Glory was last heard from. 

Unaware that the Old Glory had sent 
out an “S O 8” and that her fate was 
in doubt, the Sir John Carling, piloted 
by Capt. Terry Tully and Lieut. James 
Medcalf, made a graceful hopoff from 
the airport here early today on what 
they hoped would be the last lap of 
their previously intentionad nonstop 
flight from London, Ont., to London 
England. 

The plane took the air at 7:25 a. m., 


Eastern standard time, and last was 


seen heading across the Atlantic at 
Cape St. Francis, 30 miles away. The 
plane carries no radio equipment, and 
until it is sighted by some steamer on 
the ocean is seen over land or arrives 
safely on the other side, no word can 
be expected from it. 
News Is Kept Back. 

Fearing that if the aviators were in- 
formed beforehand of the bad news 
from the Old Glory their confident 
spirit, which was strongly manifested 
when they entered their plane, would 
be dampened, local authorities saw fit 
to withhold the news of the 8 O 8.” 

A brief message, however, telling of 
the Old Glory’s call for immediate as- 
sistance, was inser.ed in the fliers’ map 
case, where it would be found as soon 
as it was opened. 

After eating a hearty breakfast and 
telling of their plans for having their 
next meal in the British capital, Tully 
and Medcalf went over their machine 
carefully and pronounced everything 
satisfactory. 

The Sir John Carling has a cruising 
speed of 116 miles an hour. 

Tully and Medcalf’s flight is being 
financed by the Carling Brewery, the 
plane being named in honor of Sir 
John Carling, founder of the brewery 
and half a century ago a leading figure 
in Canadian public life. 

Two ships other than those reported 
to be searching for the Old Glory were 
on the Carling’s path when the fliers 
hopped off. One, the Furness liner 
Nova Scotia, which left here at noon 
yesterday for Liverpool, would be 200 
to 400 miles east of the coast this aft- 
ernoon, while the other, the Newfound-

Bystanders Struck by Fire of 
Chicago Officers, Who 
Chase Knife Wielder. 


Chicago, Sept. 7  (A.P.).—Hundreds 
of pedestrians at Dearborn street and 
Jackson boulevard were endangered 
when three policemen this afternoon 
shot and wounded three other mien 
and killed an unidentified Mexican 
who had created a commotion by dis- 
playing a long knife at a taxicab stand 
in front of the Great Northern Hotel 
opposite the Federal Building. 

An armored money truck belonging 
to the Chicago Federal Reserve Bank 
was said to have been standing in 
front of the Federal Building and first 
reports were that an effort had been 
made to rob it.

Managua, Nicaragua, Sept. 7 (A.P.).—

Wood and Schiller Offer 
Plane to Hunt Old Glory 


Royal Windsor’s Copilots, at Harbor Grace, Ready to 
Turn Flight Into Search Along Sea 
Course of Bertaud. 


Harbor Grace, N. F., Sept. 7 (A.P.).— 
Phil Wood and Lieut. C. A. (“Duke”) 
Schiller, copilots of the monoplane 
Royal Windsor, tonight offered to turn 
their Windsor to Windsor transatlantic 
flight into an air search for the Old 
Glory. In a joint statement at the fly- 
ing fleld hére tonight they said: 

“We offer the Royal Windsor to Mr. 
Hearst and will take a full load of gaso- 
line starting Thursday morning to make 
an exhaustive search for Old Glory. 

“We know the exact course. the ship 
was steering as Wood, in conversation 
with Bertaud yesterday morning, dis- 
cussed the 117th :aagnetic course cs the 
most probable for reaching Bordeaux.” 

Plans to give the fliers the latest in- 
formation on the last known location 
of the Old Glory and progress of the 
search for her were immediately for- 
mulated. 

The 117th magnetic. course referred 
to by the fliers would be a course bear- 
ing 117 degrees from magnetic north, 
the direction shown by the Ola Glory’s 


compass. Allowing for correction such 
a course would lie almost due east 
across the Atlantic. 

Covering 868 miles in seven hours and 
55 minutes, Wood and Schiller brought 
their monoplane Royal Windsor in from 
Old Orchard, Me., today on the last 
land hop of their fog-delayed flight 
from Windsor, Ontario, to Windsor, 
England. 

They landed here to be greeted with 
two important bits of news. These 
were the fact that their Canadian 
transatlantic flight rivals had hopped 
off for London in the Sir John Carling 
some five hours and a half ahead of 
their arrival, and that the America-to- 
Rome monoplane Old Glory had called 
for help and then become silent some- 
where in the north Atlantic early to- 
day. 

Both developments were believed to 
have caused the fliers to order their 
plane refueled at once and announce 
their intention of hopping off again as 
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CAN NOT STOP PACIFIC 
FLIERS, SAYS ROBINGOR 


Tells Relatives and Friends 
He Lacks Authority to 
Halt Detroiters. 


AGREES WITH THEIR VIEW 


Although declaring he was in the 
heartiest sympathy with the views of 
a group of friends of Edward F. Schlee 
and William 8. Brock, round-the-world 
fliers, who sought to have the fliers 
forbidden from making the. dangerous 
hop from Tokyo to the islands of the 
Pacific, Acting Secretary of Navy T. 
Douglas Robinson yesterday informed 
the group that he had no authority 
to prevent the flight. 

Acting for more than 100 relatives 
and friends of the Detroit fliers, E. Le- 
Roy Pelletier, of Detroit, telegraphed to 
Secretary Robinson beseeching him to 
intervene and prohibit the fliers from 
leaving Tokyo by airplane for Midway 
Island, of the Pacific, and then for 
Honolulu, the most dangerous leg of 
the world flight. 

The message read: 

“Representing 100 or more sincere 
friends and relatives of Edward F. 
Schlee and William 8. Brock, making 
an heroic attempt to fly around the 
world, I sincerely request that you re- 
fuse them permission to leave Japan 
by airplane or other than steamship. 
Such a flight.as Tokyo to Midway 
Island and thence to Honolulu-—two 
small spots in the ocean—by two men, 
neither of whom is a navigator and 
with no radio beacons or other scien- 
tific aids, is nothing less than suicide. 
Also a close inspection of the plane and 
especially the gas tank, which is 
dangerously ruptured by the vibration 
and already has thrice been reported 
leaking, is good cause for your refusal. 


With a new tank the trip from Hono- 
lulu to an easily located Pacific coast 
would be a sporting chance.

THEFT SECOND OF KIND 


Confidence in barrels rather than 
banks as a place of safekeeping for his 
money, which eleven years ago cost 
John H. Anderson, retired blacksmith, 
$1,010, yesterday cost him %500 more 
when thieves ransacked a barrel con- 
taining the money, hidden in a shed at 
the rear of his home, 1605 Good Hope 
road southeast. 

It was in 1916 when Anderson, an 88- 
year-old Civil War veteran, missed the 
huge roll of bills he had hidden in a 
barrel in his blacksmith shop. The les- 
son taught him no more confidence in 
banks, .but temporarily lessened his 
faith in barrels. 

For the eleven intervening years An- 
derson has either carried his money on 
his person or hidden it in his house. 
About two weeks ago he felt a yearning 
to resort to his old method of secret- 
ing his funds. Enclosing $500 in a tin 
tobacco box, he buried it in a barrel 
in the shed behind his house. Yester- 
day morning it was gone.

Pittsburgh, Pa. Sept. 7 (A.P.).— 
After theater crowds were given a scare 
tonight when members of two rival 
gangs shot out their differences at a 
principal street corner in the down- 
town district. Two men, said by police 
to have been participants in the battle, 
were taken to a hospital seriously 
wounded. Five men were arrested. 

Half a dozen women fainted as the 
guns roared. Several other persons 
were reported to have been wounded 
slightly. 

Two hours earlier rival gangsters 
clashed in another section of the city. 
Several of the participants were in- 
jured slightly.

Bertaud’s Friends Refuse to 
Admit Peril Until Time of 
Arrival Is Past. 


(Associated Press.) 

Possibility that the monoplane Old 
Glory may be speeding on her way to 
Rome while liners continued to search 
the Atlantic under the position given 
in her mysterious “S O S” call, is being 
recognized by aviation authorities. 

Failure of any ship, despite the prox- 
imity of several, to find the slightest 
trace of the .plane, plus the thorough 
preliminary planning for the expedi- 
tion and the painstaking inspection of 
the mechanical equipment, combined to 
bolster the theory that the distress sig- 
nal may have been caused by a minor 
and temporary mishap. 

Some of those close to members of 
the crew—James Dewitt Hill and Lloyd 
Bertaud, pilots, and Philip Payne, pas- 
senger—refused to admit that a serious 
situation existed until at least after the 
hour the plane was scheduled to pass 
over Bordeaux, France, on the road to 
the Eternal City. 


Carling Drives East. 


Meantime, several hours behind Old 
Glory, the Stinson-Detroit monoplane, 
Sir John Carling, also was supposed to 
be driving east. Of the progress of 
this, the latest of transatlantic argo- 
nauts, not the slightest information had 
been received since early Wednesday 
when, a few minutes after the take-off 
from Harbor Grace, she was reported 
passing a point barely 30 miles away. 

Resting at Harbor Grace last night, 
the crew of the Royal Windsor, of the 
same type, had announced their offer 
of their plane to search for the Old 
Glory, taking off this morning. 


Added to Missing List. 


New York, Sept. 7 (A.P.).—The name 
of the monoplane Old Glory was added 
tonight tentatively to that long. sad 
list headed “Position Unknown; Lost 
at Sea.” 

And three more men, who only yes- 
terday joked and laughed and kissed 
their loved ones, were generally be- 
lieved to have joined that gallant com- 
pany of their comrades of the air, who 
during the present season dared death, 
and lost. 

For fourteen hours, Lloyd Bertaud 
and James D. Hill, the pilots, and 
Philip A. Payne, their passenger, are 
known to have stayed in the air on 
their way from-.Old Orchard, Me., to 
Rome. But it was 40 hours at the least 
they needed and 14 found them but 
5 hours out over the ocean. 

It was then that some mysterious 
tragedy occurred, something so swift 
and terrible that there was no time 
to inform an anxious world of its na- 
ture or its cause. 

The monoplane Ola Glory sent two 
calls for help instead of the one first 
reported, according to a message re- 
ceived from the Cunard Liner Car- 
mania at the local offices here this 
afternoon. : 

Capt. Brown of the ship radioed that 
he had altered his course at 4:10 a: m., 
Eastern standard time, upon receipt of 
the Old Glory’s appeals for help. Six 
minutes after the S O 8 went out, he 
said, the monoplane informed the At- 
lantic at large that it was “five hours 
out of Newfoundland.” 

After that nothing more was heard, 
said the captain. 
The following message was wire- 
lessed to the Associated Press from the 
S. S. Carmania at 2:50 p. m., Eastern 
standard time, today. 
“Position 49.25 north and 39.22 west. 
Now searching along estimated op- 
posite course of Old Glory. Weather 
now west-southeast wind with fre- 
quent strong rain squalls and rough 
breaking sea. Temperature, air, 59 de- 
grees; water, 62 degrees. Consider lit- 
tle chance survival of collapsible boat 
under present conditions if Old Glory 
was provided with same, Visibility 
varying from 4 to 10 miles.

For some time past the chief ratl- 
roads of the country have been whip- 
ping their program into shape through 
the medium of an offshoot organization

tives. This organization has head- 
quarters, separate from. those of the 


railway executives, in Washington. It 
hag sought and obtained the views of 
nearly all the big carriers, and from 
them has evolved a program which 
wilt be presented to the ways and 
means committee at 
in November. 

Intend to Cooperate. 

The carriers also intend to cooperate 
with other industrial organizations in 
advocating corporation tax reduction. 
Their own plan for seeking to legalize 
deductions of Federal income tax paid 
when arriving at net income 1s not, as 
yet, generally known to other trade or- 
ganizations. Without doubt it will be 
popular and may be incorporated in 
other industrial programs to go before 
Congress. 

A look at the figures of net railroad 
income will show clearly what the roads 
have in mind. Assuming that railroad 
net income in 1926 was $1,000,000,000, 
the Federal income tax amounted, 
roughly, to $125,000,00,000. That sum 
was paid in 1927 on 1926 earnings. 

When the roads come to make out 
their 1927 tax returns, let it be assumed 
that net income again will amount to 
41.000,000,000. Under the present law 
the railroads are not allowed to deduct 


from that amount the $125,000,000 
which they paid in Federal income 
taxes this year. They must disregard 


that payment and pay taxes on the full | 


#1,000,000,000. 

The carriers want the law changed 
0 that they may deduct from the hypo- 
thetical $1,000,000,000 the $125,000.00 
going to the Federal Government. They 
argue that the real net income is not 
$1.000,000,000 but 41,009,000.000 less 
$125,000,000. or $8875,000,000. They also 
point out that of all the various taxes 
which they pay—-State, local and Fed- 
eral—the Federal income tax stancs 
virtually alone in not being allowable 


as a deduction The condition of the 
Treasury has rez ched a point, it is con- 
tended, where Federal income taxcs 


should be placed with the long list of 
other taxes in the column of ceductible 
items. 
Worked Virtually Alone. 
In formulating their program 
carriers have been working virtually 
alone, although in full sympathy with 


the 


other organizations planning presen- 
tations to the ways and means com- 
mittee. Chief perhaps among the 


other large trade representatives is the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, which has a program declaring, 
in the order named, for the following: 
1. Reduction of the corporation in- 
come tax rate from 13! per cent to 10. 
2. Repeal of the Federal inheritance 
tax, leaving this field of revenue to 
the States. 
3. Repeal of the remaining wa) 
cise taxes on particular businesses. - 
This program, it will be noted, em- 
braces virtually all other programs of- 
fered by trade organizations. ‘Thus the 
chamber can be said to oppose no out- 
standing tax-reduction plan, but to fa- 
vor virtually all. It consequently will 
ally with it practically every other

notable agency working for reduction. ' 


Little Agricultural Interest. 


Obviously, the total cut contemplated 
under the Chamber’s plan would ex- 
ceed somewhat the total now contem- 
plated as the maximum tax reduction. 
Lowering the corporation rate to 10 
per cent probably would reduce Treas- 
ury revenues by $350,000,000 annually, 
On the volume of business done in 1926: 
Repeal of the inheritance and excise 
taxes would reduce Treasury revenues 
by from 875,000,000 to‘ 8$100,000.000 
more. Thus the total reduction con- 
templated by the Chamber's program 
would run from $425,000,000 upward— 
possibly to $500,000,000, 

In the realm of agriculture, but lit- 
tle interest has been manifested over 
the coming tax cut. Farm organiza- 
tions in Washington are inclined to be- 
lieve that the farmer would favor re- 
peal of the automobile excise tax and 
that thereafter he would have 
preference as to where the reduction 
should apply. An effort is now being 
made to align the farmer with the 
forces working for corporate tax rate 
reduction. 

Among the cooperative farm organl- 
zations, however, there is crystalizing 
&@ movement to work for the clarifica- 
tion of certain features of the present 
law, notably with respect to building 
up reserves. Doubtless whatever plan 
is evolved from this movement will be 
placed before Congress.

Mr. Hoover said there would be a 
little distress in scattered places after 
the first of the year but that the Red 
Cross would. see to those cases in- 
dividually. 

In. commenting on the work of clos- 
ing crevasses in the Mississippi Valley 
the Commerce Secretary said: “Every 
crevasse in the valley is being closed, 
and by December 1 I believe the work 
will be completed. The War Depart- 
ment is going ahead with the work and 
I feel certain the money to pay for it 
will be found.” 

When asked if he would accept the 
Republican nomination for the Presi- 
dency if it were offered, Mr. Hoover 
replied briefly and emphatically, “I 
will not say one word about politics as 
long as I am engaged in relief work.”’

CAPITAL SELECTE “FIELD FOR PRESIDENCY 


AS NATIONAL GENTE 
BY VETERAN GROUP 


Army and Navy Union Votes 
to Make Washington Per- 
manent Headquarters. 


REELECTION SOUGHT 
BY CAPT. HOWARD 


Own Garrison Also 
Seeks Office. 


Washington will become the perma- 
nent national headquarters of the Army 
and Navy Union of the United States, 
it was decided yesterday by the organi- 
zation, now holding its thirty-ninth 
annual encampment in this city. 

Local garrisons were strongly in favor 
of such a step, which necessitates 
changing that section of the national 
2ody’s constitution which provides that 
the national headquarters shall be the 
city where the head of the organization 
resides. At present. Washington enjoys 
this distinction since it is the home of 
Capt. C. O. Howard, nationa) com- 
mander, 

Washington’s position as the Capital 
of the Nation and as the center of mili- 
tary and naval activities did much to 
prejudice delegates in its favor, it was 
indicated. In addition, the many places 
of historic interest in the vicinity of 
the National Capital, as well as its 
beauty and recreational facilities, had 
their effect in determining pro-Wash- 
ington sentiment. ; 

Candidates for the office of the na- 
tional commander, who will be voted 
upon today, are Capt. Howard, seeking 
reelection for a third term; Maj. Will- 
iam L. Peak, commander of the Presi- 
dent’s Own Garrison; John Hartnett, of 
Atlantic City, and C. B. Saunders, of 
Cincinnati, These were among the group 
of delegates who yesterday afternoon 
made a pilgrimage to Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery and placed a wreath 
on the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 
Floral tributes also were deposited on 
tombs of veterans of the Civil War, 
Spanish-American War, the Rough 
Riders Monument, the Spanish War 
Memorial, the mast of the Maine and 
the war nurses plot 


Preparedness Is Stressed. 


“Preparation in times of peace for 
the eventualities of war” was the topic 
stressed by speakers who addressed ap- 
proximately 250 delegates to the Army 


'and Navy Union, meeting last night, 


at a banquet in honor of Commander 
in the Ebbitt Hotel. Lieut. 
Comar. tephen S. Yeandle, United 
States Coast Guard, was toastmaster. 

The four branches of the _ service 
were represented by Rear Admiral 
Frank H. Scofield, of the Navy; Maj. 
Gen. John A. Lejeune, of the Marine 
Corps; Brig. Gen. Frank Parker, of the 
Army, and Rear Admiral Frederick 
Billard, of the Coast Guard. Each 
described the work done to perfect the 
national defense in days when alarms 
of foreign. complications failed to dis- 
turb the governmental horizon. Each 
speaker told concisely just what his 
individual branch of the service plan- 
ned to do in a crisis, and emphasized 
the need of “keeping fit” in times of 
peace for any emergency that might 
suddenly confront the United States. 

Praise’ for the accomplishments of 
the Army and Navy Union and good 
wishes for its continued success as one 
of the outstanding organizations in 
favor of adequate military and naval 
progress were advanced by the speakers. 
Lieut. Comdr. Yeandile, lauding the 
record of Capt. Howard as national 
commander of the union, presented the 
latter with a gold ring, embossed with 
the emblem of the national body. The 
commandef was greeted with applause 
and cheering when he rose to reply. 

A plea for larger membership in the 
union was the subject of Commander 
Howard's address. He pointed out that 
virtually 7,000,000 persons in this 
country are eligible to membership, and 
urged that steps be taken to facilitate 
their admission as soon as_ possible. 
Reviewing briefly the past achievements 
of the organization, he held out hope 
for its future expansion and rapid de- 


velopment as one of the _ principal 
veteran institutions of the United 
States. z

But they point most of 
all to his absolute silence during the 
1916 preconvention campaign, and lay 
some emphasis on the success which 
followed that silence. 

“Mr. Hughes is now in the position of 
saying that of course Coolidge does not 
mean that he will not accept the nomi- 
nation, but that he, Hughes, must be 
believed,” said one New York Republi- 
can. “If he really meant that he would 
not take the nomination he would have 
accepted Coolidge’s statement. Hughes 
would then have added that despite the 


fact that Coolidge was eliminated from 
the situation he still was not a candi- 
date and would not accept the nomi- 
nation.” 

“Hold on,” said another New York 
Republican, also an old friend of 
Hughes, “that would have been a very 
indelicate thing for Hughes to have said 
about his former chief.” 


New York Vote Predicted. 


“Hughes will take the nomination if 
it is offered,” said the first. “and you 


will find that the New York Repubii- 


can leader will take that view, and that 
New York's 91 delegates will go to the 
convention for Hughes.” 

“I think that’s right,” said the sec- 
ond New Yorker, “but I do not see how 
Hughes could have made any state- 
ment that Coolidge was really out of 


the picture without being sharply 
criticized.” 


All. of which explains why there is 
s© much interest in the conversations, 
admittedly over politics, between Mr. 
Mellon and Judge Hughes on the 
steamer. Mr. Mellon, according to be- 
lief here, will come pretty close to con- 
trolling the 79 delegates from Pennsyl- 
vania. With his lieutenants he con- 
trolled that delegation at Cleveland, 
Swinging it’ virtually as a unit. He 
kicked over the organization traces 
when President Coolidge wanted Ken- 
yon nominated and ignored Chairman 
Butler’s plea for Hoover, voting, with 
New York and New Jersey, solidly for 
first Lowden and then Dawes. 

New York's delegation is bigger. and 
no one man has been able to control 
it for a long time. The last time there 
was a real fight, in 1920, it was neces- 
Sary to get thirteen men in a room to 
determine how New York’s then 88 
delegates would vote. Since that time 
some of the bigger figures have been 
hurt, and no one just as big has arisen. 

Incidentally, New York was organized 
for Lowden in 1920 by John Dwight 
and William J. Tully, with the result 
that Lowden had more delegates than 
any other candidate. Most New York- 
ers here think now that there will be 
no such drive in any candidate's be- 
half this time and that the leaders will 
eagerly take the easy course of lining 
up all the 91 delegates for Hughes. If 
Hughes should refuse at the last mo- 
ment, or some other candidate should 
have acquired so many delegates that 
if New York were added he would have 
enough, then the New York leaders 
would be in a splendid position to do a 
little trading. 

If Mellon is for Hughes, most of the 
leaders here reason, Hughes can have 
the nomination on a silver platter. If 
Mellon is for Hoover, as some thought 
up until yesterday, and some still 
think, then there will be a real batile 
unless Mr. Hughes makes a statement 
more convincing to his old political 
friends than he made to them on land- 
ing. 

If Mellon should be for Dawes then 
Cleveland history might repeat itself.

PRISONER REFUSES 
FOOD IN ALEXANDRIA 


if Man Can Be Deported — 
to Italy. | 


The authorities at the Alexandria, 
city jail are contending with the first | 
hunger strike of which there is any 
record here. The man, Antonio Vacara,. 
45 years old, is a native of Italy, and 
was arrested September 1 by Police- 
man Wesley Snoots when he appeared 
to be acting in a suspicious manner. 
Snoots placed his prisoner in the patrol 
wagon, and on the way to police head- 
quarters Vacara, it is understood, drew 
a razor and attacked the officer with ‘it. 

Acting Police Justice Aylett B. Nicol 
later held the man for investigation 
into his mental condition, and a com- 
mission of lunacy which examined him 
recommended that he be removed to 
the State Hospital for the Insane at 
Staunton. Vacara, when arraigned in 
Police Court, failed to identify the of- 
ficer who arrested him, and seemed 
to suffer from loss of memory. Since 
September 1 he has refused all food, 
and is suffering from hallucinations 
that someone is trying to poison or 
kill him.

ton, stating that, since Vacara is not 
a citizen of Virginia, he is not en- 
titled to treatment at the State in- 
stitution. An investigation is being 
conducted to ascertain whether the 
man is a naturalized citizen, and in 
the event he is not, the Federal au-. 
thorities will be asked to deport him 
to Italy.

Josephus Daniels is a historian for the syn- 
The North Carolina editor, who filled 
the post of Secretary of the Navy during the

historians go, though, of course, he sees (tittle 
good in Republicans. In his latest contribu- 


tion to the sum of human knowledge he takes 


a slap at ‘‘Coolidge economy,” and, perhaps 


inadvertently, credits the President with hav- 


ing ‘spent more money in adding to and fur- 
nishing the White House and increasing the 
expenses of the executive department” than 
ever was spent before. Considering that the 
repairs to the White House were ordered by 
Congress after experts had convinced that body 
that the roof was likely to collapse at any time, 
it will be seen that the Tarheel historian is 
somewhat indebted to his imagination for his 
facts. 

But it is in prophesying the future of his 
own party that Josephus shines most con- 
spicuously—as a historian of history not yet 
made. There are not many of the leaders of 
his party whose ‘minds go along’ with 
Josephus, but this is because these minds lack 
leaping agility. They wait for history to ma- 
terialize, while Josephus sees it coming. He 
has found the right man for President, and 
does not hesitate to predict his certain nomi- 
nation. This Democratic Moses is not Smith, 
Reed or Ritchie, but Newton D. Baker, who, 
as Secretary of War under President Wilson, 
was the colleague of Josephus. 

It remains to be proved whether the 
Josephus of 1927 is as good as his namesake 
as a political prognosticator. In the year 67 
A. D. Josephus, the Pharisee, as Governor of 
Galilee, fought valiantly for 47 days against 
the overwhelming Roman force under Ves- 
pasian. But the Roman was too much for 
Josephus, who was cornered and captured. He 
would have been sent back to Rome for trial 
before Nero but for his ability as a political 
guesser. ‘“‘Hold!”’ cried Josephus; ‘‘send me 
not to Nero, but rather leave me with him who 
will one day succeed to the scepter which Nero 
wields, for it is thou, Vespasian, who shall yet 
sit on the throne of the Caesars!”’

PRESERVING BIG G@AME. 
The enforcement of the migratory bird law 
in the United States and Canada and the estab- 
lishment of bird refuges in many of the States 


| has served to increase materially the wild-life 


population of the fields and woods. The con- 


tinued protection of the wild creatures will 
without doubt result in greater destruction 


of insect pests. But while the policy of con- 
servation as applied to birds is not likely to 
have other than beneficial results, it begins 
to look as though that policy extended to cer- 
tain animals may be overdone. 

An elk refuge was established at Jackson 
Hole, Wyo., and the animals were rigidly pro- 
tected, even to the extent of supplying them 
with forage during the winter season, until 
eventually their numbers increased to such 
an extent that it was found necessary to dis- 
tribute them among other States, A consid- 
erable herd was sent to Virginia, where they 
were turned into the forest lands of some of 
the western counties, and now they are re- 
ported to have increased so rapidly as to have 
become a nuisance to the farmers, who com- 
plain that their crops are being ruined. 

There are still a few hundred buffaloes in 
some of the national parks, but their number 
is limited on this side of the Canadian border. 
From the Dominion, however, comes the in- 
formation that during the last twenty years 
the animals have become altogether too nu- 
merous for the comfort of the settlers. 

In 1907 a half-breed Indian in Montana 
owned the only herd of these animals of any 
size in the United States. He sold the entire 
lot, numbering 716 head, to the Canadtan 
government, which installed them in the Wain- 
wright preserve in the Province of Alberta, 
and renamed the preserve ‘Buffalo Park.” 
There are today more than 8,000 descendants 
of the original herd in the 160 square miles 
of the park, in spite of the fact that hunters 
are permitted to kill a limited number each 
year. The herd has grown so large, in fact, 
that about one-third of the animals have been 
shipped to the Northwest territory and turned 
loose néar Fort Vermillion. 

The Canadian government maintains in the 
Wainwright preserve large herds of other ani- 
mals, such as moose and caribou, and the 
policy of conservation which has been estab- 
lished will no doubt enable the Dominion to 
maintain its reputation as ihe great sporting 
region of the hemisphere. . 


PASSING OF THE MEERSCHAUM., 


It would be almost as difficult to find a 
meerschaum pipe in the shop of a tobacconist 
in the District of, Columbia today as it would 
be to discover a wooden Indian in front of 
a cigar store. 

“Twenty years ago,” said the old cigar man, 
“we sold scores of meerschaum pipes during 
the holiday season. Every gir] who had en- 
gaged herself to marry a pipe-smoker consid- 
ered it her duty to present her intended hus- 
band with one of those horrible implements of 
torture as a Christmas or a birthday present. 
I think that meerschaum. pipes were responsi- 


ble for more broken engagements than were 


caused by all other forms of Christmas presents 
combined. There was a sale of those pipes 
advertised in Baltimore a short time ago. But 
it was not successful. The pipes were offered 
at 25 per cent of their cost and found few pur- 
chasers even at that price.’’ 

Cigarettes have grown in popular favor at a 
remarkable rate, as shown by the returns of 
the Internal Reveriue office, and the cigar 


_ dealers, especially the owners of the chain 


stores, are moving heaven and earth In an 
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endeavor to bring about a change in the tastes 


of their customers, for the reason that there 


is little profit in the sale of “coffin nails.” 
According to the dealer quoted, ‘“‘a carton of 
the most popular brand of cigarettes costs us 
$1.13% cents and we are compelled through 
competition to sell it at $1.17. The margin 
between the cost and the selling price is so 
small that cigar stores have been compelled 
to resort to the sale of everything, from soda 
water to safety razors, in order’to pay the rent 
and the salaries of their clerks. And, by the 
way,’’ he continued, “‘the manufacturers of 
the most popular brand of safety razors are 
sacrificing quality to quantity, with the result 
that English cutlers are making heavy inroads 
in the American market with superior blades. 

“A remarkable change has come over the 
pipe smoker within the last eight months,” 
said this observing tobacconist. ‘“‘A year ago 
few people bought pipes costing more than 
$1, and, they wanted them in leather-covered 
cases. Today few dollar pipes are sold. 
Smokers want the very best’ briars, and the 
prices run ordinarily from $2 to $10. And 
no one wants a case.”’ 


POLICE PROMOTION. 


Maj. Hesse’s plans for revision of the police 
promotion system have been approved by rep- 
resentatives of the Civil Service Commission, 
and the full details will be worked out at a se- 
ries of conferences, the first of which will be 
held Friday. The new plan is designed to 
make it possible for practical rather than 


theoretical policemen to obtain advancement 
in‘rank by granting only 50 per cent credit 
upon written examinations and allowing 50 per 
cent for the officer’s record, service and train- 
ing. 

Policemen trained equally in practice and 
theory are needed in the Washington depart- 


ment, and there should be made no attempt to . 


advance those more thoroughly trained in one 
branch at the expense of those whose principal 
experience has been only in the other. . More 
and more is theoretical training necessary, for 
today’s policeman must be somewhat of a law- 
yer, somewhat of a sociologist, physician and 
psychologist. On the other hand, the man 
who has mastered the theory of modern police 
work, but who has not faced the problems com- 
ing up continually on the beat, can not be a 
first-class officer. 

Formerly promotions were made upon thé 
results of written examination. Now the rec- 
ord, frequently eloquent testimonial of gal- 
lant past performance, will have equal bearing. 
The revision is wise, and should lead ultimately 
to an even finer force than Washington pos- 
sesses today. 


MOTION-PICTURE ART, 


An official of a film corporation just re- 
turned from Europe brings the news that be- 
ginning next year the famous La Scala Opera 
in Milan will show motion-picture plays for 
six months of its season, most of which will 
be supplied by American producers. Not only 
is this house, which is considered by many to 
lead the world in presentation of opera, to be 
turned over to the movies, but others located 
in Genoa, Trieste and Palermo have contracted 


for new Hollywood productions and construc- 


tion of new film playhouses is going on all | 


over Europe. 

Not more than 25 years ago, in flickering 
uncertainty, the motion-picture industry was 
born. Nurtured in illy ventilated store rooms, 
reared amidst gibes, jokes and criticism, it 
struggled to survive and gain strength. From 
an humble beginning it has grown to astound- 
ing proportions. From the store rooms it has 
graduated to palaces of its own, to be re- 
ceived in noble halls where classic forms of 
dramatic art have long held sway. Tiny audi- 
ences, attracted only by its novelty, have grown 
to. multitudes. Today no other attraction 
plays to even a fraction as many people. Its 
distributive system covers the world. Thou- 
sands receive from it their livelihood and mil- 
lions find in it their only escape from routine 
and humdrum existence. 

This growth could not have occurred had 
the moving picture itself not been guided care- 
fully and consistently toward better things. 
Mechanically and artistically the movie of to- 
day bears slight resemblance to its ancestor. 
Thousands of productions are turned out annu- 
ally that have little or no artistic value, but 
these are counterbalanced by the few of genu- 
ine merit. The latter are fit for La Scala, as 
they are artistic and impressive methods of 
expression. 


BETTER TRAFFIC CONTROL. 


The board of directors of the Washington 
Chamber of Commerce has approved a recom- 
mendation submitted by a committee that elec- 
tric traffic control lights be placed at all down- 
town intersections, and that a regulation be 
passed compelling all pedestrians to pass with 
the lights. 

Despite the fact that each month witnesses 
a greater local automobile registration, traffic 
conditions are slowly improving. 
August there were 329 accidents involving 
automobiles in District streets, as compared 
bp 562 in August, 1926, and 656 in August, 
¥925. There were five fatalities as compared 
with nine and eight, respectively, in the same 
month of the two preceding years. Control 
lights in much traveled streets and at busy 
intersections undoubtedly have helped materi- 
ally in the reduction of accidents. It is inevi- 
table that their installation will be extended 
throughout the city. 

Downtown congestion is caused principally 
because of the fact that under: present condi- 
tions there is no way to influence an even flow 
of traffic. Only through a system of inter- 
communication between intersections can this 
be remedied. 
most effective method, whether they are con- 
nected to work as a unit, or whether each in- 
stallation is under the control of a traffic officey. 

It is highly improbable that a duplication of 
the Sixteenth street system extended into the 
congested area would be desirable, for with 
conditions varying widely in different inter- 
sections the problem of proper timing would 
be insoluble. Traffic in the downtown area 
would be aided materially, however, if lights 
were installed in each intersection, visible for 
several blocks, each controlled by an officer. 
This system has proved effective elsewhere.

Such a 
prediction is based on the number of 
cases reported during the earlier part 
of the summer and the distribution, 
character and number of cases discov- 
ered during August.

Commissioners Declare Deal- 
ers Must Respect District 
Health Regulations. 


Food dealers in and about Center 
Market, who are tenants of the Federal 
Government, are subject to the regula- 
tions of the District Health Department 
as well as those of the Department of 
Agriculture, according to statements 
filed yesterday in the Court of Appeals 
by the District Commissioners. 

The Commissioners are opposing the 
granting of a writ of error to Rockward 
Nusbaum, who was fined $10 by Judge 
McMahon in Police Court on June 8 
on a charge of failing to properly screen 
and protect a display of comb honey. 
Nusbaum was proceeded against under 
the Health Department regulation 
governing the exposure of foodstuffs. 
He denied the right of the District gov- 
ernment to proceed against him on 
Federal territory for an alleged offense 
which is covered by regulations 
promulgated by the Department of 
Asriculture for the conduct of the 
market. 

The Commissioners take the posi- 
tion that it does not matter where the 
food is, or who sells {t, or who has it 
for sale, they are authorized by Con- 
gress to protect the health of the com- 
munity and may go anywhere in the 
District to do so,

This prom- 
ise apparently was forgotten by the 
District government, and no prepara- 
tions have been made for its fulfillment. 


LAST CITIZENS’ CAMP 
ENDS SUMMER COURSE 


Fort Washington Holds Clos- 
ing Exercises; 500 Students 
Trained in Month. 


Exercises closing the last of the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps for the 
summer were held yesterday at Fort 
Washington, Md., where 500 students 
have been under training for the last 
month. 

This year’s number of candidates ac- 
cepted and trained totaled 39,676, ex- 
ceeding the total of any previous years 
since the institution of the camps in 
1921, according to the War Department. 
Fifty-two camps were operated in 33 
different States and a camp was also 
conducted at San Juan, Porto Rico.

This 
is in acoordance with the War Depart- 
ment’s policy of using. the camps as an 
agency by means of which replacement 
will be provided the reserve.

Mr. Williams’ committee argued the 
space was needed in keeping with th 
3,800 enrollment of the three school 
which already represents an inves 
ment of $4,189,917. 

It was pointed out that there is n 
playground on the Langley plot, an 
that ground taken over by the Par 
and Planning Commission for a swim 
ming pool has eliminated projected ten 
nis courts. The proposed acquisitiorx 
extends north along Lincoln road fron 
Prospect street, up to the alley in re 
of houses on T street northeast. 

Agree on Site for Pool. 

Dr. H. Barrett Learned reported a 
adjustment of the controversy wi 
the municipal architect and director © 
buildings and grounds over the place 
ment of a swimming pool on the nev 
McKinley High School property. Both 
he said, have agreed to abide by th¢ 
opinion of the National Commission © 
Fine Arts, meeting September 15, as t 
the three proposed locations of poo 
and bathhouse. 

Dr Learned has contended for thé 
placement of the bathhouse in th 
southwest corner of the plot, with thé 
swimming pool adjacent, holding thi: 
plan best from an engineering 4an 
esthetic standpoint. The municipa 
architect’s original plan provided for 
construction of the pool in the south 
west corner, while Col. U. 8S. Gran 
would have built the bathhouse facing 
the First street entrance. 

The board recommended to the Dis 
trict Commissioners a new set of tut 
tion rates for nonresident pupils, fol 
lowing their custom of submitting 
every two years new estimates on thé 
cost of tuition. Dr. Frank W. Ballou 
superintendent of schools, declared the 
new scale generally higher than th¢ 
old. 

New Scale of Rates.

On his recommendation, the board 
asked the District Commissioners td 
accept a bid of $580,580 for construc 
tion of the new Garnet-Patterson Jun 
ior High School, the. lowest estimate 
submitted to the municipal architect 
Only $475,000 has been.appropriated for 
the work..
